FURTHERMORE, EXHIBITION CATALOGUE BECAME ISSUE OF EXTENSIVE 
CONTROVERSY WITH PRC IN CANADIAN NEGOTIATIONS IMMEDIATELY 
PRECEDING US DISCUSSIONS WITH PRC REGARDING CHINESE 
ARCHAEOLOGICAL SHOW. WE NOW FEEL IT WOULD BE UNWISE FOR 

US TO USE EITHER OF THESE ENGLISH TEXTS AS PRODUCED OR
